23). What a terrible plight! What 
a rude awakening! To expect 
Heaven and find Hell as an eter- 
nal place of dwelling! 


Sin Is Itself Deceitful 
This horrible 
because of four sources of decép- 
tion. First of all, then, sin is de- 
ception. It was. in its entry to 
the human family. The Apostle 
Paul declares in I Timothy 2:14 
that the “woman being deceived 
was in the transgression.” Then 
again it is stated in Romans 7:11 
that “sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, deceived me, and 
by it slew me.” Sin is universal, 
for the Word of God says, “All 
have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God” (Rom. 3:23). 
There is no exception to this rule 
in human higtory except in the 
life of God’s virgin-born, Spirit- 
begotten Son, our Lord Jesus 
Christ. In spite of the witness of 
the Bible, our consciences, our 
friends, our enemies, our history, 
there are still those among us who 


istoutly maintain their innocence 


| to: “reveal 


as relating to sin-guilt. You see, 
sin is deceptive. None is so blind 
as he who.thinks he can see. ‘T'o 
deny sin’s existence, as do the 
modernist and the cultist, is but 
its deceitfulness -and 
déadliness. 

Sin is anarchy against the God 
of Heaven and love, but many 
there are who affirm that they 
harm no one except themselves. 
Not so with David. He knew the 
nature of sin, and so he cried in 
his confession to God, ‘Against 
thee, thee only, have I sinned, and 
done this evil in thy sight” (Ps. 
51:4). Sin would have deceived 
him into accepting a cheaper esti- 
mate of his wrong. Many excuse, 
condone, justify, rationalize, and 
defend sin, not being willing to 
see its awful nature. 

Then, again, sin is deceitful in 
that it camouflages its purpose 
and end. The Bible declares that 
“the soul that sinneth, it shall 
die” (Ezek. 18:4). Again it 1s 
declared that “the wages of sin 
is death’ (Rom. 6:23). The evi- 
dence accumulates as God solemn- 
ly warns the wicked that “sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth 
death” (James 1:15). In spite of 
all of the faithful warnings of the 
Word of God, many still feel that 
they can escape’ the inevitable

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If We Compromise, 
v¥ What Happens? 


Will other evangelists lose faith and quit the ministry like Chuck 
Templeton? How will compromise affect the N.A.E., 
the Bible institutes, fundamentalism? 


Last week we reminded our 
readers .of our life-long stand 
against modernism, and of the 
reproach and loss of friends which 
it entails. Now we will try to 
show the dangers to preachers, to 
the cause of fundamentalism, to 
Christian institutions, to evange- 
lism, if we and others do not keep 
up the fight against modernism 
and avoid compromise. 

We dare not let up in our de- 
fense of the faith, our opposition 
to yoking up with modernists. 

Eternal issues are at stake and 
God has put a great responsibility 


upon us. We must maintain the 


defense of the faith, our exposure 
of modernism. We must show why 
it is wrong for Christians to yoke 
up with modernists. 

Dr. Billy Graham is only an in- 
cident. Any other man, friendly or 
unfriendly, well known or. un- 
knowi, “is only incidental in this 
matter. There are eternal issues 
‘at stake much more important 
than any man—the authority of 
the Word of God, the integrity of 
gospel preachers, the welfare of 
Christian institutions, the cause 
of evangelism. All these are wrap- 
ped up in being true to Christ 
and the Bible on the matter of 
separation from modernism, 

It would do tremendous harm if 
THE SworD OF THE LORD should 
stop any discussion of the ques- 
tion of yoking up with modernists 
and should let the matter ride and 
pecple go their own way without 
warning. 


1. Compromise Here Is the 
Way to Ruin for Preachers 


Why was it necessary for the 
Apostle Paul to face Peter and 
rebuke him openly before all when 
Peter compromised. at Antioch? 
Paul says by divine inspiration: 

“But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the 
face, because he was to _ be 
blamed.’ For before that certain 
came from James, he did eat with 
the Gentiles: but when they were 
come, he withdrew and separated 
himself, fearing them which were 
of the circumcision. And the oth- 
er Jews dissembled likewise with 
him; insomuch that Barnabas also 
was carried away with their dis- 
simulation. But when I saw that 
they walked not uprightly accord- 
ing to the truth of the gospel, I 
said unto Peter before th2m all, 
If thou, being a Jew, livest after

the manner of Gentiles, and not as 
do the Jews, why compellest thou 
the Gentiles to live as do the 
Jews?”—Gal. 2:11-14. 

It was necessary, first, to save 
Peter if he could. And Paul did 
save Peter from the compromise. 
Peter, as far as we know, from 
this time on stood true even un- 
der the pressure of the Judaizers 
from Jerusalem. 

But the warnings do not al- 
ways save those whom we warn 
about compromise. For example, 
Paul probably warned Demas also, 
yet he sadly must write later, 
“For Demas hath forsaken. me, 
having loved this present world” 
(If Tim, 4:10); Paul *warned 
Mark, too, and Mark at first did 
not heed, and he left Paul and 
3arnabas on their missionary 
journey. Later Mark got straight- 
ened. out and was useful for the 
ministry. But Paul’s remonstranc- 
es' were not! yalways_ -successful. 
And we cannet always save those 
who slip into compromise. 

But even if Peter had not heard 
Paul, if Peter could not be saved 
for the cause, it was still neces- 
sary for Paul to speak out plainly. 
Why? Because ‘“the-other Jews 
dissembled likewise with him; in- 
somuch that Barnabas also was 
carried away with their dissimula- 
tion,”’ we are told. To save Barna- 
bas and other Jewish Christians, 
Paul found it necessary to rebuke 
Peter for his compromise. And so 
not only for Dr. Graham's sake 
but also for the sake of all those 
who~are influenced by him, we 
must show what is wrong in yok- 
ing up with modernists. 

I have before me one of the sad- 
dest articles I have ever read, It 
is from the Sunday magazine sec- 
tion of the Globe of Toronto. And 
here in five big pages with ten 
pictures is told the sad story of 
how Evangelist Chuck Templeton, 
noted evangelist, has now. quit the 
ministry entirely. The title of the 
article is “Once He Preached to 
Thousands—Now He’s. Seen by 
Far More.’ The subtitle is 
“Toronto’s Chuck Templeton hit 
the gospel trail and triumphed; 
today he’s running up victories 
in a new field.” 

I had good reason to be inter- 
ested in Chuck Templeton. I have 
had services many times in the 
creat Avenue Road Church in 
Toronto, which he founded, and 
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where he had a triumphant minis- 
try, building a church out of noth- 
ing, drawing great crowds. You 
see, for many years I have tried 
to pray people into the field of 
evangelism. When he went into 
the work of Youth for Christ and 
did full-time evangelism my heart 
rejoiced. 

sut Templeton, like Dr. Billy 
Graham, came under the influence 
of the “new evangelical’ move- 
ment led by Dr. Ockenga and 
Christian Life magazine and some 
others. The big thing was scholar- 
ship, prestige! If he was to be as 
influential as he ought to be, he 


‘should go to Princeton Theological 


Seminary, get education, get the 
favor of modernistic leaders, etc. 
And so Chuck Templeton went to 
Princeton Seminary. There he lost 
his faith. He came out, still the 
colorful platform personality, and 
went into “evangelistic work” as 
a trepresentative of the National 
@ouncil of Churches. His constant 
fellowship was with modernists. 
Then he became Secrétary of 
Evangelism for the Presbyterian 
Church, But he did not preach the 
old Gospel by which he had won 
thousands. Now he did not believe 
in the virgin birth, the deity of 
Christ, the blood atonement. Now 
he did not believe the Bible was 


the infallibly inspired Word of}: 
God. 
Templeton, as quoted in this 


Toronto Globe, says: “The deci- 
sion to change my vocation was a 
Slow. and painful one,” Templeton 
said in an interview. “It was slow 
because my formal theological 
training had been superficial and 
came to maturity only after my 
years in Princeton, painful — be- 
cause I knew the decision would 
trouble my friends and some of 
those I had influencéf. But over 
a period of years my views had 
evolved to the place where I was 
forced to make a decision. I could 
continue to preach, with mental 
reservations, or accept the alter- 
native and leave the ministry. It 
became clear to me that I had no 
choice, 

“If you’re going to preach ef- 
fectively, you have to have con- 
viction,” he said. “My convictions 
as to some aspects of Christian 
doctrine became diluted’ with 
doubt. I don’t say I am right and 
all others are wrong. But feeling 
as I do, I could not go on in the 
ministry. So I left.’ ss 

Templeton makes clear that he 
is not only out of evangelism but 
out of the ministry and for good. 
He is now writing television plays 
for Jackie Gleason and others. 

His wife divorced him a year 
ago and is now remarried. In the 
Toronto Globe article is this state- 
ment: “The parting was an amica- 
His marital problems 
played no part in his decision to 
leave the church, he stressed. Had 
he continued in the ministry, he 
said, there would have been no di- 
vorce.” In other words, he does 
not leave the ministry because his 
home was broken, but his home is 
broken because he left the minis- 
try. We wonder how Dr. Ockenga, 
Dr. Graham and their “new evan- 
gelicalism” friends feel about the 
ruin of Chuck Templeton in fol- 
lowing their compromising influ- 
ence! 

Running with modernists ruined 
Chuck Templeton, both as a man 
and as a preacher. That is one 
reason why we must keep remind- 
ing Christian schools it is a sin 
if -Wheaton College or other 
Christian colleges recommend 
students to go to modernistic 
seminaries. And we must keep 
telling Dr. Graham that it is 
wrong for him to yoke up with 
unbelievers in his campaigns, It

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Atheistic Communism 


The lead editorial in the 
Teacher’s Gazette, newspaper of 
he Ministries of Education for 
he fifteen Soviet Republics, 
soundly rebuked school teachers 
in the Soviet Union for not slip- 
jing enough anti-religious and 
atheistic propaganda into their 
‘essons, Communist party chief 
Nikita S. Khrushchev was quoted 
in the editorial as saying that ‘as 
the people are educated and study 
science and the- laws of nature 
there will be no place for belief 
in God.” Teachers who _ inject 
atheistic propaganda 
classes in biology, physics, chem- 
istry, mathematics, geography and 
other subjects were called ‘“van- 
guard teachers” and lifted up as 
shining examples. The _ editorial 
recommended that all teachers 
adopt these same subtle tactics. 


The newspaper expressed deep 
chagrin over the fact that in 
some areas Moslem pupils ob- 
served Holy Days, Seventh-Day 
Adventists stayed out of school on 
Saturdays, and Baptists shunned 
motion pictures and Communist- 
organized social life. The editorial 
blamed pupil participation in these 


religious holidays on “the orders |* 


of their parents,” then went on 
to instruct the teachers to side 
with the pupils against their par- 
ents, recommending, a_ tactful 
manner “so that the religious 
feelings of believers will not be 
insulted.” Thesz teachers were 
bluntly reminded that it. was their 
job as Communist educators to 
produce “convinced atheists, free 
from the influence of any kind 
of religious beliefs.” 

Proverbs 1:7 says, “The fear of 
the Lord is the beginning of 
knowledge .. .” Any education 
which does not start out with God 
as its basis will surely eventually 
come to naught.

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issue of their sin and the inescap- 
able judgment of God. Somehow, 
one thinks, he may be the one 
who gets by sin’s detection and 
destruction. Sin is so attractive, 
so appealing, so alluring, so seem- 
ingly innocent, that one is de- 
ceived into agreement with the 
temptation because it is almost 
impossible to believe that such 
pleasure could lead to such divine 
displeasure and judgment, 

Again, the Ward faithfully 
warns, “Whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire... the 
second death” (Rev. 20:15, 14). 
This means utter separation from 
God, eternal punishment in a liv- 
ing death or a dying life, in a 
night that shall never end, “Be 
not deceived; God is not mocked; 
for whatsoever a man _  soweth, 
that shall he also reap” (Gal. 6: 
7, 8). 


The Human Heart Is 
Deceitful Too 


There is a second source of de- 
ceit to the unwary and unbeliev- 
ing soul. The prophet Jeremiah 
faithfully reports that “the heart 
is deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked: who can 
know it?” (Jer. 17:9). Matthew 
Henry declares that “the case is 
bad indeed, and in a manner de- 
plorable and past relief, if the con- 
science which should rectify the 
errors of the other faculties is it- 
self a mother of: falsehood and a 
ring-leader in the delusion, What 
will become of a man if that in 
him which should be the candle of 
the Lord give a false light, if 
God’s deputy in the soul, that is 
entrusted to support his interests, 
betrays him?” 

The heart of man here is seen 
as his conscience, the seat of his 
knowledge of good and evil, the 
seat of his affections. It is called 
in Proverbs 20:27 the “candle of 
the Lord.” It should be an ally 
of man, an avenue for the living 
God to approach man, the throne 
of the Almighty. Alas, instead of 
fulfilling its noble, God-appointed 
purpose, the heart of man, the 
essence of his personality, turns 
to be his enemy, a Quisling within 
his gates, a Benedict Arnold to 
God’s highest hopes for man, a 
deceitful traitor indeed. 

The heart is the place where 
man feels. His emotions are cen- 
tered here. Thus he is led to feel 
and declare that there is nothing 
wrong with his sin and that all 
is well. Like countless others, you 
who read these lines may feel no 
guilt or burden of sin. You may be 
sympathetie toward the needy and 
outcast. You may be generous 
in your charity. You may even be 
a faithful religious worker, and 
your family and friends may call 
you Christian and blessed indeed. 
But remember, ‘the heart is de- 
ceitful above all things.” 

You cannot, must not, trust 
your heart or your feelings and 
emotions. Judas Iscariot “went 
and wept bitterly” but hanged 
himself and went to his own place, 
Hell. Put your faith and trust 
in the living God and in His Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord, “the same 
yesterday, and to day, and for 
ever” (Heb. 13:8). “Take heed, 
brethren, lest. there be in any of 
you an evil heart of. unbelief, in 
departing from the living God” 
(Heb. 3:12). The heart is seen 
as the spring, the fountain-head 
of evil in Matthew 15:18-20 and 
again in Matthew 12:34. We are 
and speak and do what we are in 
our hearts. No wonder, then, cur 
Lord says, “Blessed are the pure 
in heart: for they shall see God’’ 


(Matt. 5:8). “The blood of Jesus 


Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin” (1 John 1:7). 


Satan Is a Deceiver, 
Father of Lies 
A third source of deception is 
the one who is called the “deceiv- 
er’ (Rev. 12:9). He is also known 
as Satan, the “enemy” or the “op- 
posing one.” He is called Abaddon 
the destroyer in Revelation 9:11. 
He has various other titles re-

Word, our God is warning us 
against the deceitfulness of the 
Devil. 


Many moderns in our day have 
thrown out the so-called legendary 
existence of Satan as being too 
childish and mythological for our 
advanced (?) and enlightened (7) 
age, Others seek to ignore his evil 
presence. in. Our world while still 
others make a joke of this evil 
personage. The Lord Jesus speaks 
of some as being the children of 
the Devil and doing his bidding. 
These were the religious zealots 
and leaders, the Pharisees, in the 
days of our Lord on the earth. 


There are some in our day, in 
pulpit, theological classrooms, and 
denominational colleges who have 
joined forces with the enemies of 
Christ in denying the existence 
of Satan. This is one of Satan’s 
choice methods of deceiving souls. 
The Apostle Paul declares in II 
Corinthians 11:24 ‘that “Satan 
transformeth himself into an an- 
gel of light” (marginal reading). 
Not here as a roaring lion, but 
as a teacher of religion. His fav- 
orite philosophy is, “It doesn’t 
matter what you believe, just so 
long as you are sincere. We are 
all working for Heaven, some tak- 
ing one way and some another.” 
Jesus said, “I am the way ' 
no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by me” (John 14:6). 


Then the Devil seeks to con- 
ceal the deadly nature and result 
of sin. Oh, how attractive, how 
appealing and _ enticing! How 
seemingly innocent! Beware, sin- 
ner friend, that way leads down 
to death and the lake of fire, to 
the displeasure and judgment of 
God. “At the last it biteth like 
a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder’ can be said not only of 
strong drink but of every device 
of the Devil. He may be even 
now whispering to you sugges- 
tions of evil. Strong drink leads 
to drunkenness; unbridled lust 
and -passion lead to. adultery; 
covetousness leads to. stealing; 
hate and jealously lead to murder. 
The dance is the doorway to ha- 
bitual impurity; the Hollywood 
movie on a TV screen or a drive- 
in theatre can be the prelude to 
immorality. Dirty, obscene litera- 


over a horrible bottomless pit of 
indecency. “Be not deceived” as 
to the Devil’s wile and guile, He 
purposes your damnation. 

Then, again, the Devil deceives 
people by his beclouding the Gos- 
pel and blinding men’s eyes to the 
truth of salvation. In II Corinth- 
ians 4:3, 4, the Apostle Paul says 
that “if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid...to...them...that..are..lost:..In 
whom the god of this world !Sa- 
tan| hath blinded the minds of 
them which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ, who is the image of God, 
Should shine unto them.” He will 
lead you to believe in saivation by 
good charitable deeds, church 
membership, baptism, culture, or 
any number of other things. How 
confused the multitudes are about 
the plain way of salvation. It is 
God’s free gift (Rom. 6:23). It is 
totally apart from cur good works 
though it unfailingly produces 
good works. The Holy Spirit de- 
clares the way to be_ justified, 
cleared of guilt, forgiven of sin, 
saved, in Romans 4:5: “But to 
him that worketh not, but believ- 
eth on him that justifieth the un- 


godly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness.”” What could be 
plainer? “Be not deceived” by 


Satan into accepting a substitute. 
There is only one way.

Happy bachelors 
are likely to be happy husbands, 
and a happy husband is the hap- 
piest of men, A well-matched cou- 
ple carry a joyful life between 
them, as the two spies carried 
the cluster of Eshcol. They are 
a brace of birds o’ Paradise. They 
multiply their joys by sharing 
them, and lessen their troubles by 
dividing them; this is fine arith- 
metic. The wagon of care rolls 
lightly along as they pull togeth- 
er, and when it drags a littie 
heavily, or there’s a hitch any- 
where, they love each other all the 
more, and so lighten the labor.

It is not the wife who smokes 
and drinks away the wages at the 
“Brown Bear,” or the “Jolly Top- 
ers.” One sees a drunken woman 
now and then, and it’s an awful 
sight but in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred it is the man who 
comes home tipsy, and abuses the 
children—the woman seldom does 
that. The poor drudge of a wife is 
a teetotaller, whether she likes it 
or not, and gets plenty of hot 
water as well as cold. Women are 
found fault with for often looking 
into the glass, but that is not 
so bad a glass as men drown their 
senses in. The wives do not sit 
boozing over the tap-room fire;

will be the ruin of thousands of 
other young preachers influenced 
by Dr, Graham. 


Dr. Graham, with a wife who 
is strongly fundamental, and with 
Wheaton College background, and 
with strong ties in Youth for 
Christ, may be kept from losing 
his faith and may himself not turn 
out to be an active modernist. I 
hope so. But he cannot avoid the 
fact that others will lose their 
faith by running with the same 
crowd he runs with and by follow- 
ing the same course which he 
has laid out before them as de- 
sirable. Dr. Graham goes to New 
York City under the auspices of 
modernists, has them on his com- 
mittees, counts them his dear 
friends, sends converts to their 
churches. And for Dr. Graham it 
turns out that he gets nearly a 
half million dollars for the Gra- 
ham enterprises out of the cam- 
paign, besides the local expenses 
of the New York Crusade. But 
many another young man who fol- 
lows his example will not get a 
half million dollars, but will get 
the ruin of his ministry, the loss 
of his faith, and perhaps like Tem- 
pleton, the wreck of his home. 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD is ac- 
countable to God for some 22,000 
preachers, 3,000 missionaries who 
take THE SWoORD OF THE LorD. 
Under God we must warn them. 
Running with modernists is the 
way to utter ruin, As Paul set 
out to save Barnabas and others 
who were misled by Peter’s com- 
promise, we must warn young 
preachers not to follow the ex- 
ample of Dr. Graham in yoking up 
with unbelievexs. 


2. Unless THE SWORD OF 
THE LORD and Others Sol- 
emnly Combat the Compro- 
mise of Christians With 
Modernism, It Will Ham- 
string the Cause of Fun- 
damentalism and Stop 
the Opposition to 
Modernism 


THE SworD OF THE LorD is in 
the heritage of great Christian 
leaders of the past. The work of 
W. B. Riley, of James M. Gray, 
of C. I. Scofield, of H. A. Iron- 
side, of I. M. Haldeman, A. C. 
Gaebelein, B. H. Carroll, Robert 
Dick Wilson, Warfield, Machen, 
R. A. Torrey, D. L. Moody and 
Billy Sunday was not cnly a work 
of preaching the fundamentals of 
the Gospel, but in defending the 
faith from unbelief. 


Many of the most useful de- 
nominations and groups of ‘Chris- 
tians in America came together 
On the basis of a defense of the 
faith and separation from infideli- 
ty represented by modernism. 'The 
General Association of Regular 
Baptist churches was formed as 
a direct protest against modern- 
ism. These Baptist churches prin- 
cipally came out of the Northern 
Baptist Convention (now Ameri- 
can Baptist) over the inclusive 
policy and modernistic control. 
The Conservative Baptist Associ- 
ation was formed on the same 
basis, that of separation from 
modernism. Both these groups of 
Baptists are doing a tremendous 
work with hundreds of foreign 
missionaries and with many peo- 
ple being saved in the nearly 
2,000 churches’ involved. The 
World Baptist Fellowship is made 
up of churches and people who 
made a protest against modern- 
ism and founded a _ soul-winning 
denomination on this basis. It in- 
cludes some of the largest church- 
es in the world. 


The Grace Brethren group was 


“formed on the same basis, a pro- 
~-test: against modernism, And in 


some measure this opposition to 
modernism had part in the for- 
mation of a number of other de- 
nominations. And the Independ- 
ent Fundamental movement is al- 
together a part of the solemn 
fight commanded in the_ Bible 
against modernism, the tontend- 
ing of the faith which we are com- 
manded to do. 

But the influence of yoking up 
with modernism in the Billy Gra- 
ham campaigns has the effect of 


nullifying the protest against 
modernism. 
Dr. Dan Potter, secretary of 


the Protestant Council of Church- 
es in New York City, a division of 
the National Council of Churches, 
recently spoke in Greenville, 
South Carolina, promoting a Gra- 
ham campaign there to take place 
in August. The Greenville Pied- 
mont of January 11 says that he 
was accompanied by Dr. L. W. 
Pitts, the rector of Grace Episco- 
pal Church, New York, who had 
charge of the counseling of the 
New York Crusade. The paper 
quotes Dr. Potter as follows: “He 
said there were 1,700 churches 
co-operating with the Protestant 
Council before the Billy Graham 
New York Crusade and that now 
there are more than 3,000 church- 
es co-operating with the Council.” 


That means that now 1,300 
churches, who as a matter of con- 
science would not co-operate with 
modernists before in the New 
York City Protestant Council, 
now, under Dr, Graham’s_influ- 
ence, have given up their protest 
and have gone into work officially 
with the National Council of 
Churches and with the’ modern- 
ists in the New York area in the 
Protestant Council. 

And why not? If it was right to 
work eighteen weeks sitting on 
the same platform with modern- 
ists, why would it not be right to 
work with them the rest of the 
year? And if it was right to send 
the converts to the churches of 


modernists before, why would it 
be necessary to carry on a fight 
against these same modernists the 
rest of the year? And so 1,300 
churches in the New York area 
have now stopped the fight 
against modernism, the fight 
against the National Council of 
Churches, have stopped the pro- 
test and have joined in with the 
Protestant Council in New York 
City, according to Dr. Potter, the 
secretary of the New York group. 
And they did that because of the 
influence of Dr. Graham himself 
and of his paid workers, and those 
who joined Dr. Graham’s fight 
against fundamentalists and for 
co-operation with modernists. 


All over America then we may 
expect that preachers and church- 
es will lose their convictions and 
will stop their protest against 
modernism and will join in with 
the modernistic National Council 
of Churches, as a result of Billy 
Graham's influence, 

That way leads to ruin and 
death! It means preachers losing 
their faith and turning away from 
old-time Bible preaching. It means 
missionary money spent for social 
uplift instead of soul winning. It 
means colleges where the faith 
of young Christians is breken 
down. Unless we speak out boidly 
and plainly, the. cause of modern- 
ism will be promoted more by 
compromising evangelists in Amer- 
ica than by all the modern- 
istic schools together! Speaking 
out means criticism, the loss of 
friends.

3. Compromise With Modern- 
ism Will Ruin Evangelism 
in America 

Surely this editor does not have 


to affirm our burden.for evange- |’T 


lism. A lifetime of preaching and 
prayers and tears, a lifetime of 
promoting evangelism, twenty- 
three and one-half years editing 
THE SWORD OF THE LorRD without 
salary, and writing and publish- 
ing in the field of evangelism 
without financial reward—these 
things prove this editor’s deep 
concern for evangelism. 


We believe that evangelism in 
America wili be ruined if someone 
does not plainly hold up the 
standard of New Testament evan- 
gelism—an evangelism which is 
true to Christ in doctrine and fel- 
lowship, as well as in simply call- 
ing people to turn to Christ. 

Compromise with modernism 
has caused Chuck Templeton to 
lose Christian faith. Now he does 
not believe the Bible, does not be- 
lieve what he once preached, ecan- 
not even be a modernist preacher, 
but has gone into the entertain- 
ment world. Not only is his faith 
lost, his ministry ruined, but his 
home is broken by divorce, which 
he says would not have occurred 
but for his leaving the ministry. 
The fate of Chuck ‘Templeton 
should make other evangelists lie 
awake at night in heartbroken 
waiting on God, confession, and 
self-examination.

ing, because of Dr. Billy Graham’s 
example. He now defends the Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bi- 
ble which he once condemned. He 
now seeks the fellowship of mod- 
ernists. That road is the road to 
ruin not only for the individual 
evangelist but for evangelism. 

I know another young evange- 
list trained in a:‘great Christian 
school, fundamentalist in back- 
ground, who has had wonderful 
blessing in revival work. I pray 
for him daily. Now he has broken

where 800 or more are in Sunday 
Schoo!, I understand. Thus he. is 
getting better financial incdme 
and avoids the odium of being an 
out-and-out fundamentalist. And 
he made this change as a direct 
result of Dr. Billy Graham's choos- 
ing to be sponsored by modernists. 
He defends Dr, Graham's stand. 

You see, Dr. Graham was spe- 
cial guest at the Southern Bap- 
tist Seminary where Nels Ferre, 
Emil Brunner, Robert McCracken, 
and other mcdernists have been 
invited guests. And if it was right 
for Dr, Graham to go to support 
financially and endorse publicly 
this Seminary, and this association 
with modernists, the young evan- 
gelist thinks it is all right for him 
also. 

I say that the old-time Bible- 
preaching evangelism which con- 
demns sin. which defends’ the 
faith, which demands outright re- 
pentance, the kind of evangelism 
which brings a moral revolution, 
will be gone, if somebody does 
not stand up for it, and warn of 
the ruin of compromising with sin 
and unbeliet for temporary gain. 

All of us rejoice in the souls 
that are saved under Dr. Billy 
Graham's campaigns, Just as we 
rejoice over the souls saved under 
Oral Roberts’ preaching and souls 
that were saved under. Aimee 
Semple McPherson’s preaching 
and the souls that were saved un- 
der Chuck Templeton’s preaching, 
before his ministry was ruined 
with association with modernism. 
But one may gather fruit and ruin 
the orchard at the same time. 
It is easier f break the branches 
off the trees and then pick the 
cherries, but that ruins the or- 
chard for the future. So soul win- 
ning which is based on compro- 
mise and which gives the perma- 
nent advantage and influence to 
unbelievers in the Bible will ruin 
evangelism if it is not protested. 
All who are for the kind of evan- 
gelism of D. L. Moody, R. A. Tor- 
rey, Sam Jones, and Billy Sunday 
must protest against modernism 
as»these men did, And to allow 
the note of protest and. rebuke 
for unbelief to be taken out. of 
evangelism will ruin evangelism, 
and in the tong run will damn mil- 
lions of souls.. May Ged give us 
grace to be faithful here! 


4, Compromise With Modern- 
ism Will Ruin Fundamental 
Christian Institutions 

THE SWORD OF THE LORD cannot 
remain quiet on this matter of 
yoking up with modernism, calling 
unbelievers Christians, sending 
converts into the hands of Christ- 
rejecters and enemies of the Bible. 


To make the matter clear, there 
is a great concern now being felt 
in Chicago over plans which Dr. 
Graham and his party are making 
to coma to Chicago in the future. 
They have people actually work- 
ing, bringing pressure to bear on 
denominational groups -to enlist 
the Christian people in the cam- 
paign which is to be dominated 
by modernists, unbelievers. Many 
pastors are so concerned about it 
that a group of pastors recently 
asked me to meet with them for 
two and one-half hours of discus- 
sion, planning and prayer in Chi- 
cago. With publicity coming out 
already in the Chicago daily news- 
papers and with pressure from 
denominational headquarters to 
conform, these pastors feel they 
must let their position be known 
in order to save their people from 
ruin. 

{ti Dr. Billy Graham comes to 
Chicago sponsored by the Federa- 
tion of Churches, which is domi- 
nated of course by modernists, 
will Christian instituticns go a- 
‘ong? Will they join in the cam- 
naign, hoping to get some mem- 
bers and some prestige cut of it, 
while they lose their testimony? 
Some of them will. Some of them, 
we trust, will not. Paid propa- 
vandists are working now for 
compromise in Chicago with mod- 
°-rnism, so we are duty bound to 
face the issue. 

But what will be the results? 

The Moody Church will go a- 
long with the plan. The pastor is 
an Englishman and while he has 
criticized the evangelism of the 
old-time evangelists and present- 
day evangelists who fight sin and 
oppose modernism, he is actively 
pressing the matter of bringing 
Billy Graham to Chicago. And 
that will mean that Moody 
Church, which was founded by D. 
L. Moody and which has had its 
strength all the years as an Op- 
ponent to modernism, will have 


lost that testimony publicly.

Will Moody Bible Ingt 
operate in ecumenical évangelism 
if Dr. Graham comes to Chicago? 
We have no authority to speak for 
Dr. Culbertson and Moody Bible 
Institute, but we do not believe 
they will officially co-operate. If 
they do not co-operate, they will 
be bemeaned and criticized by 
brethren who are denominational- 
ly minded, who want the prestige 
of a Billy Graham campaign. But 
if they do go along in such ecu- 
menical evangelism, co-operating 
with modernists, with Moody of- 
ficials sitting on the platform with 
modernists, having modernists 
lead in prayer, then Moody Bible 
Institute will be ruined. 

In the first place, modernists 
will not support an independent 
Bible institute standing for the 
fundamentals of the faith. They 
want more “scholarship.” They 
are not interested in Bible insti- 
tutes but in seminaries and uni- 
versities, And besides that, the 
aims and programs of fundamen- 
tal Bible institutes are foreign to 
modernistic thinking and_ plan- 
ning. So the only genuine sup- 
port that Moody Bible Institute 
can expect must come from ar- 
dent. Bible believers, the Chris- 
tians who are sold on the defense 
of the faith. Those who are “‘come 
outers,” those who are active op- 
ponents of modernism give their 
money, send their students, and 
back Moody Bible Institute and 
every other independent, funda- 
mental, Bible-believing institute 
in’ America. If these Christians 
lose their faith in Moody Bible 
Institute, it will cut off the sup- 
port, and the _ Bible Institute 
would not only lose its testimony 
very largely, but the confidence of 
the best Christians which have 
made it possible through the 
years. I do not believe that Moody 
Institute would co-operate and 
would let down its flag. But it 
rwould mean heartache and divi- 
sion if they should have to make 
the decision, and ruin if they de- 
cided wrong, in my humble judg- 
ment. The ruin of all sound Bi- 
ble Institutes is threatened, if Dr. 
Graham’s campaign for compro- 
mise succeeds widely. 

What about Wheaton College? 
It is in the Chicago area, twenty- 
five miles west. Wheaton College 
would doubtless officially co-oper- 
ate. They have already indicated 
their endorsement of Billy Gra- 
ham’s ecumenical evangelism. And 
Wheaton College is largely the 


center of the so-called “new evan-

felicalism.” Wheaton College was 
long the leading independent, fun- 
damental Christian college in 
America. We think that co-opera- 
tion in a Billy Graham campaign 
would simply stifie further any 
protest against modernism and 
any protest against worldliness 
and would carry Wheaton Col- 
lege further toward’ the camp of 
modernism. 


What about the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals? It was 
founded as a protest against the 
National Council of Churches, Dr. 
Ockenga and Dr. Billy Graham 
have largely influenced the lead- 
ers and these leaders have largely 
influenced him. The way Billy 
Graham goes, so goes the National 
Association of Evangelicals. Al- 
ready Dr. Ockenga is making an 
open fight for co-operation with 
modernism. So does Dr. Donaid 
Grey Barnhouse. National Associ- 
ation leaders are boosting strongly 
for Billy Graham campaigns, Thus 
I think they betray the mass of 
common Christians who trusted 
these leaders and who meant their 
membership in the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals as a pro- 
test against the National Council 
of Churches and its modernistic 
leadership and program. 


But the only reai future for the 
National Association of Evangel- 
icals in America is as the repre- 
sentative of the groups that are 
not willing to co-operate with the 
National Council of Churches. If 
co-operation in the National 
Council of Chu#thes is right, then 
there is no real need for the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals. 
For a season the National Associ- 
ation of Evangelicals can go on as 
Simply a parallel organization, run 
by a selected clique of men, but 
without any real protest against 

iodernism and without-any very 
real spiritual leadership. But the 
future of the organization will be 
ruined unless it stands as it was 
originally intended by most of us 
who helped found it, for the fun- 
damentals of the faith and against 
modernism. : 

Originally the position of the 
mass of people in the National 
Association of Evangelicals was 
represented by the pamphiet, 
Death in the Pot, by Dr. J. Elwin 
Wright, and by Ecclesiastical Oc- 
topus (an exposure of the modern- 
ism in the Federal Council of 
Churches), by Ernest Gordon. 

What about Youth for Christ? 
Will it continue as a soul-winning 
agency with the pure Gospel of 
Christ and supported by Bible-be- 
lieving churches and pastors? Or 
will it stop all protest against 
modernism and hope to gain the 
young people of modernistic 
ehurches by promising not to dis- 
turb them over questions of the 
deity of Christ and the blood 
atonement, the virgin birth, and 
the werbal inspiration of the Bi- 
ble? You will remember that Dr. 
Billy Graham is an international 
vice-president of Youth for Christ. 
If Youth for Christ becomes an 
organization fitting into the mod- 
ernistic programs of major de- 
nominations, and in hearty agree- 
ment with the National Council 
of Churches, then its usefulness 
will be largely ended. 

The threatened ruin of Chris- 
tian institutions is so drastic that 
not to cry out and warn of im- 
pending ruin which comes. from 
yoking up with modernism and 
from shutting out all protest 
against unbelief, would be a sin. 

Martin Luther, before the 
Council at Worms when it was 
demanded that he cease to protest 
against the evils of Catholicism 
and the false plan of salvation 
taught, refused to recant and said, 
“God help me, I cannot do other- 
wise!”’ He felt as we do. We must 
be true to Christ and the Bible. 
We will lose friends, we will be 
misunderstood. “Foes may hate 
and friends may shun me,” but 
to be true to Christ is to protest 
against modernism and any com- 
promise with modernism. 

We do not hate anybody. We 
are not opposing men. We are op- 
posing the wicked unbelief of 
modernism. Those who are friends 
of modernists do not want them 
mentioned. Those who lika. tc 
work with the National Council o! 
Churches do not want us to ex 
pose their unfaithfulness’ to 
Christ. Those who are backins 
certain denominational program: 
which are themselves a compro- 
mise with modernism, will neces 
sarily support Dr. Billy Grahar 


‘in his yoking up with modernists 


But if we would be true to 


Christ, we must carry on our de- 
fense of the faith. And we ask 
those who are real fundamental- 
ists of sound convictions to take 
up the cross and be true to Chrisi, 
and to the Bible, and to those 
who stand true to Christ and the 
Bible. 

On this kind of a program we 
simply ask that those who have 
been for THE SWORD OF THE Lorp's 
position in the past will be for 
it now, and those who are willing 
to suffer somewhat in order to 
be true to Christ will be true 
now in a time of testing, Geners- 
tions to come, if Jesus tarry, will 
be blessed or cursed by what we 
do now. We must be faithful, or 
account to Christ for unfaithful- 
ness in the battle between belief 
and unbelief, between the friends 
of the Bible and the enemies of 
the Bible.
